Hollywood Park 


Business Rises 


Both mutuel handle and attendance at 
Hollywood Park showed gains over com- 
parable racing days of 1949 during the 
recently completed 20-day summer meet- 
ing. Last year the meeting was held at 
Santa Anita Park after fire destroyed the 
Hollywood Park grandstand. But this 
year, in new quarters, attendance at Hol- 
lywood Park soared 221% per cent over 
the first 20 days of last year’s 50-day 
meeting, and mutuel handle was up ap- 
proximately 4 per cent. 

Total attendance for the 1950 meeting 
was 541,527, daily average 27.076. The 
total for the first 20 days of the 1949 
meeting was 451,125, daily average 22,- 
556. In the pari-mutuel department, this 
year’s total handle amounted to $29,059.- 
741, compared to $27,916,187 in 1949, 
The daily average handle in 1950 was 
$1,452,987, compared to $1,395,809 in 
1949. 

The increase in business was attributed 
to the new grandstand, which officials 
modestly refer to as the “most modern” 


in the world. Another possible attend- 
ance factor was the appearance of the 
Irish-bred *Noor, owned by the Estate of 
Charles S. Howard. *Noor was the lead- 
ing money winner of the meeting, and 
the Howard estate led the list of owners. 

The ranking jockey at Hollywood Park 
was Willie Shoemaker, with 30 winners. 
He was followed by Johnny Longden, Gor- 
don Glisson, and Jack Westrope, in that 
order. Training honors went to Willie 
Molter, who saddled winners of 12 races. 

Plans are now under way for the fall 
meeting, which is scheduled to begin on 
November 7, and continue for 30 racing 
days through December 16. Added value 
of the 10 stakes to be offered will amount 
to $360,000, with added values of indi- 
vidual stakes ranging from $25,000 to 
$100,000. The feature race of the meet- 
ing is the Hollyweod Gold Cup.

Coaltown, which has been resting at 
Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm, Lexing- 
ton, since about the first of May, will be 
placed back under the saddle at the mid- 
dle of August, according to Paul Ebel- 
hardt, farm manager. 

“He has gained about 65 pounds dur- 
ing his period at the farm,” Mr. Ebel- 
hardt states, “and appears to be in top 
shape—just like a man from a vacation. 
We'll gallop him daily, and continue to 
turn him out. The plan is to get him 
ready for a Florida campaign this winter.” 

Mr. Ebelhardt stated that Trainer Ben 
Jones had told him recently that Citation 
will remain with the racing stable pend- 
ing a complete diagnosis of the ankle 
trouble that has been bothering him. The 
osselet that kept Citation out of racing for 
the year 1949 apparently began to pain 
the horse again after the San Juan Capis- 
trano Handicap of March 4, in which 
*Noor beat him a nose in 2:54%, a new 
American record for 1% miles.

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First Report from Saratoga Sales 


A market reasonably strong for the 
better offerings and something less than 
bullish for yearlings with slight physical 
and family credentials, seemed pros- 
pect for the annual Saratoga Yearling 
Sales on the basis of the first night of 
the auctions, on Tuesday night, August 8. 

Exact comparisons with previous years 
are not possible at the Spa sales on open- 
ing night, because of the changing na- 
ture of the consignments. But it seemed 
that buyers were going to bid fairly well 
for yearlings that met their specifications, 
and would be reluctant to pay high prices 
for animals with no special recommenda- 
tions. 

Most of the bidding came in raises of 
$50 and $100, and about ten of the horses 
started at an opening bid of $100. An- 
other half-dozen started at $200 or $300. 
Sixteen of the 40 head sold at the first 
session brought less than $1,000 each. 
This represented 40 per cent of the first 
night’s offerings. However, many of these 
yearlings were not up to the accepted 
sales standard in the matter of flesh, and 
though they may make better race horses 
for not being fattened as yearlings, they 
sold at a marked discount. 

But the auctions of August 8 repre- 
sented only one of seven nights of selling, 
and there were enough prospective buyers 
on hand to insure good sales later in the 
week, when some of the better consign- 
ments go into the ring. 


Tuesday, August 8 


Forty yearlings sold for a total of $62.- 
000, average $1,550, on the opening night 
of the Saratoga Sales. Compared to the 
initial session of 1949, the average dropped 
about 21 per cent. However. as different 
consignors with different horses sold in 
the two sessions. there was no indication 
ef the strength of the market. 

The top price of the first night was $5,- 
000, paid by G. H. Bostwick for a chestnut 
roan colt, by Sun Again—Deby. by Pilate, 
from the consignment of George C. Clarke. 
The largest consignment in numbers was 
that of David N. Rust Jr.’s Rockridge 
Farms, which sold eight yearlings for a 
total of $7,400, average $925. The second 
largest. consignment was that of Mr. 


Clarke. who sold six head for $12,000.

Twisted Intestine 
Fatal to Potheen 


Potheen, one of the foundation Thor- 
oughbred mares of Warren Wright’s Calu- 
met Farm, at Lexington, died as the re- 
sult of a twisted intestine on the after- 
noon of August 5. Paul Ebelhardt, Calu- 
met manager, said the 22-year-old mare 
suffered an attack of colic early in the 
morning, and died about 3:30 in the af- 
ternoon, Potheen, the dam of the stakes 
winners Bewitch, Pot o’ Luck, Theen, 
and Lot O Luck, was believed in foal to 
Bull Lea when she died. 

Potheen was a typical broodmare type, 
smooth and even, and of medium size, 
Mr. Ebelhardt said. She was bred by the 


late Harry Payne Whitney, and was 
foaled in 1928. She was a brown mare 


by Wildair—Rosie O'Grady, by Hamburg. 
Potheen won at two, and was third in the 
Tomboy Handicap. Previously, Mr. Whit- 
ney established the policy of holding 
periodical sales of breeding stock, and 
after his death in 1930, his son, C. V. 
Whitney, continued his father’s practice, 
and held an auction of breeding stock 
at the Whitney farm, near Lexington, in 
1931.

The auction was on a rainy afternoon 
in November, and John D. Hertz, bidding 
for Warren Wright, bought ten mares 
out of the sale for a total of $24,750, 
Potheen, one of the lesser purchases, was 
bought for $500. 

She was barren the following spring, 
and neither of her first two foals won or 
placed. However, in 1935, she produced 
Theen, which won the Arlington Lassie 
Stakes at two, and is now the dam of five 
winners. Theen was sold to Henry H. 
Knight, of Almahurst Farm, in 1948, and 
Mr. Knight consigned a filly by *Bern- 
borough, out of the mare, to the Saratoga 
Sales this year. 

Pot 0’ Luck, by Chance Play, was foaled 


in 1942, and was Potheen’s next stakes 
winner. He was her most outstanding colt. 
He won the Champagne Stakes and Pim- 
lico Futurity at two, and was one of the 
leading 3-year-olds of 1945. His victories 
at three were in the Ben Ali Handicap, 
Classic Stakes, Lawrence Realization, 
Jockey Club Gold Cup, and the Governor 
Bowie Handicap. He was second in the 
Kentucky Derby, Skokie, and New York 
Handicaps, and the Pimlico Cup. At four, 
he was second in the Exterminator Han- 
dicap, and at five, he won the Ben Ali 
Handicap again, He was retired in 1947 
with earnings of $239,150. He was then 
sold by Calumet Farm, and after a series 
of transactions, Pot o’ Luck became the 
property of a syndicate, and is now at stud 
at Dr. Frank O’Keefe’s Pine Brook Farm, 
near Warrenton, Va. 

In 1945, Potheen produced her best 
filly, Bewitch, by Bull Lea. Bewitch won 
$213,675 at two, and was the leading 
money-winning 2-year-old filly of her year. 
She won the Churchill Downs Debutante, 
Hyde Park, Pollyanna, Arlington Lassie, 
and Princess Pat Stakes, and the Wash- 
ington Park Futurity. At three, she earned 
$69,000, and won the Ashland, and Mod- 
esty Stakes, and the Cleopatra, and Arl- 
ington Handicaps. The following year, 
1949, she won the Misty Isle, Beverly, and 
Vineland Handicaps, and earned $74,400. 
So far in 1950, she has won the Black 
Helen Handicap, and been second in the 
Columbiana Handicap. Her total earnings 
in four seasons of racing amount to 
$373,750, which places her 16th on the 
list of leading American money winners.

Gallorette, winner of $445,535, is the only 
mare that has earned more. 

Bewitch is still in training with the 
Calumet racing stable, but according to 
Mr, Ebelhardt, she will be returned to 
Calumet Farm this fall, and be bred in 
1950. The mating has not yet been de- 
cided. Hoyden, another daughter of Po- 
theen, is at Calumet Farm, and will be 
bred to Bull Lea in 1951. 

Potheen’s fourth stakes winner was Lot 
O Luck, a son of Chance Play. foaled in 
1947. Lot O Luck was sold at the Keene- 
land Summer Sales of 1948 to A. E. Reu- 
ben for $10,100. This was the top price 
of the Calumet consignment. Racing for 
the Hasty House Farm stable of Mr. and 
Mrs. Reuben, Lot O Luck was second in 
the Pimlico Futurity, and third in the 
Keeneland Sales Colts and Geldings 
Stakes in 1949. This year, he won the 
Peabody Memorial Stakes at Detroit, He 
was Potheen’s last foal. She was barren 
to Whirlaway in 1948, and slipped a foal 
by Bull Lea in the fall of the year. She 
was barren again in 1950. 

In addition to her four stakes winners, 
Potheen produced the winners Rita Z., 
Great Day, Pharatheen, Tattle Tale, and 
Blendair. All told, she produced 
winners from 12 named foals. She was 
voted “Champion Broodmare of 1947” by 
the Kentucky Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association, at Louisville. 

Potheen was buried at Calumet Farm, 
near the training track. Other Thorough- 
breds buried there are Chance Play, Pen- 
sive, Dustwhirl, and Nellie Morse.

Test Case for Night Racing; 
‘Northern Star’s Headache 


New YorkK 

It seemed unlikely that anybody not 
actually on the grounds would get inter- 
ested in Scarborough Downs, but the track 
has assumed an importance considerably 
out of keeping with any of the racing 
there. As everyone, including the opera- 
tors. now realize, it should never have 
been built. and after approximately four 
losing weeks it switched, on August 2. to 
night racing, this being the first instance 
of this species of amusement in the East 
in the present generation. 

\s of now, the figures are highly in- 
complete. On Tuesday, August 1, the 
track ran in daylight and drew 1,691 peo- 
ple who bet $66,805. On the following 
night it had a crowd of 4.813 and the bet- 
ting was $112,717. This would seem to 
be a gratifying increase, though it seems 
still to be a little light for profitable op- 
eration. But on the following night the 
crowd was 3,948 and the betting had drop- 
ped to $96,887. This, as of right now, 
proves nothing at all. The increased busi- 
ness may be the result of the natural in- 
terest which novelty arouses, or it may 
keep on. If it does, the impetus to night 
racing will naturally be increased. If 
Scarborough Downs goes on and falls on 
its face, as is devoutly hoped in this space, 
there will not be as much likelihood that 
major tracks in the East will be influ- 
enced in the direction of night racing. 
Consequently what happens in Maine, for 
the first time, matters. 

The TRA, which has expressed itself 
somewhat cautiously as being opposed to 
night racing, would do very well to study 
the Searborough Downs situation § care- 
fully, with special stress on the police rec- 
ords in the area surrounding the track. 
It has been very well to argue against what 
night racing would produce, when there 
wasn’t any night racing to prove or dis- 
prove the argument, but now there’s a 
chance to draw evidence from a genuine 
source. 

It should be pointed out, I suppose. 
that there is no grievance here against the 
operators of the track in Maine—in fact, 
to be truthful, I haven’t any idea at all 
who they are. But if it succeeds, Scar- 
borough Downs could be the entering 
wedge for night racing elsewhere, and a 
gypsy curse is consequently and hereby 
put on it for this.

1 sup- 
pose he’s all right now, for he’s beaten 
everything sent against him. including the 
first two which finished ahead of him in 
the East View. Nullify and Win or Lose. 
To make it good. he had two attacks 
of colic the week before Saratoga opened. 
This, however, isn’t regarded as a_ bad 
sign around the Weir Stable. Royal Gov- 
ernor wasn’t doing any good last year un- 
til he got so sick with colic that one 
veterinarian gave him only twenty minutes 
to live. After that he beat everybody. 


PROSPECTS. Among the fillies sever- 
al fairly promising ones appeared, though 
they haven’t had stakes competition yet. 
Saratoga patrons have bet rather blindly 
on every 2-year-old that Greentree has 
sent out, and have got themselves some 
good lickings, too. But they were right 
on Ruddy, a Devil Diver filly out of the 
dam of Guillotine, Blue Border, and By- 
meabond. She has quite a record—two 
wins and three seconds in five starts. 

I thought, though, she was all out to 
beat Wisteria, an *Easton filly owned by 
Mrs. Cooper Person, the former Mrs. John 
Hay Whitney. Wisteria had won two 
straight coming into the race—she’d lost 
two before that—and had to give Ruddy

The John D. Hertz’s Stoner Creek Stud 
was in full bloom for the reception given 
for buyers before the sale. The farm 
now has been established for ten years, 
and the trees, shrubbery, and grass are 
coming into their own. 

The drop in average for the Hertz 
yearlings this summer was not unexpect- 
ed. “We deliberately did not fatten our 
yearlings up to the usual summer sales 
standard,” Mr. Hertz explained before 
the sale. “I know our prices won’t be as 
good this year, but we feel that we are 
going to produce better race horses by not 
fattening them while they’re young. I 
think that in the long run the policy will 
pay off for us.” 


Edward Lasker, known to Central Ken- 
tuckians as the producer of the film ver- 
sion of Pulitzer prize-winner A. B. Guth- 
rie’s The Big Sky, as well as a breeder 
and owner of horses, reports that four 
young mares retired from his racing stable 
were bred this year and are in foal. They 
are Pail of Water, in foal to Pavot; Ath- 
ene, in foal to *Ardan; Lady Boswell. in 
foal to *Heliopolis; and Why Not To- 
day, in foal to War Jeep.

The Old Question of Dates; 
Hollywood Park Complains 


Los ANGELES 

This is the time of the year when race 
track managers get pretty unhappy at one 
another in general, and the California 
Horse Racing Board in particular, over 
the question of dates for the coming sea- 
With six major race tracks in Cali- 
fornia, plus 11 Fair tracks plus the West- 
ern Harness Association, it is always a 


son. 


in- 
variably invites managers of the tracks 
to get together and try to work out an 
amicable solution to the problem. They 
never quite come up with a schedule that 
is acceptable to everyone. So members of 
the board step in, as they knew they 
would have to anyway, and fix the dates. 

They met in a closed session in Santa 
Barbara the other day, and afterward an- 
nounced a schedule of 1951 racing dates 
that left Hollywood Park moaning loudly 
and Del Mar bleeding inwardly. Holly- 
wood Park opens May 1, and Del Mar 
goes into action July 11. Both dates are 
a couple of weeks earlier than usual. Of 
the two tracks. it seemed to this reporter 
that Del Mar got much the worst of it. 
since the seaside course closes its 40-day 


controversial issue. The commission 


season August 25, and misses the Labor 
Day holiday, which has always been the 
biggest day of all down where the Turf 
meets the surf. Del Mar, however. had 
“no comment” to make on the dates, pre- 
ferring to remain unhappily silent. 
Thomas W. Simmons. president of the 
Hollywood Turf Club. objected to the 
dates and did not mind saying so. At Del 
Mar to wateh his filly. Mrs. Fuddy. per- 
the Beach Handicap. 
Simmons released a statement in which he 
characterized the dates as “absolutely un- 
acceptable” to Hollywood Park. “If the

question of whether or not we should race 


these dates were left to me.” Simmons con- 
tinued. “T would not open the track. This 
decision, however. is up to the board of 
directors.” 

His main objection was based on the 
fact that Los Angeles will have 130 days 
of racing within the space of seven 
months. Hollywood Park operates 30 days 
this fall. from November 7 through De- 
cember 16. followed by 50 days of racing 
at Santa Anita Park. from December 30 
through March 10. Less than six weeks 
later. Hollywood Park is scheduled to 
again. “It is unfair to the com- 
munity.” Simmons went on, “and seems 


open 


to us poor judgment on the part of the 
commission that a great track such as 
Hollywood Park should be placed in an 
untenable position.” 

Actually, Hollywood Park has both the 
Memorial Day and July 4 holidays, and 
the early opening after the close of the 
Santa Anita meeting may tempt many of 
the large stables to remain in California 
for the Inglewood season. The 130 days

any time to make effective such necessary 
curtailment of racing as future develop- 
ments warrant.”

Notes on Yearlings and Broodmares 


Dear Boss: 

I am writing this the day after the 
Keeneland Summer Sales. As you no 
doubt know, the market appears to be very 
strong. The average as a whole was 9 
per cent better than last year. This trend 
certainly surprised the majority of profes- 
sional horsemen here. Because of the un- 
settled condition of the world, many of 
us had anticipated a drop ranging from 
10 per cent to 25 per cent. [ know of 
several wagers that were made as a re- 
sult of this thinking. 

Perhaps part of the strength displayed 
resulted from the unusually large number 
of real buyers who were present. I be- 
lieve they came to Lexington with the 
thought in mind that they would be able 
to buy some real nice yearlings on a de- 
pressed market. The fact that so many 
of them were here and had the same 
idea got the auctions off to a good com- 
Saratoga will unquestion- 
ably show the same trend. 


petitive start. 


\s a spectator at both the California 
yearling sale of two weeks ago and the 
Keeneland sale. concluded yesterday, I am 
in a reasonably good position to compare 
them. The California sale. which by the 
way L thought to be very strong in tone, 
has unquestionably come a long way in 
I believe that 
even further progress is possible and with 


its few years of existence. 


that in mind I make some suggestions: 

(1) That grooms be instructed never to 
show a horse in a stall. I saw many peo- 
ple look at yearlings in the stall, and I 
know that when they left the yearling 
they had no clear idea of what it looked 
like. In the first place his feet were 
probably buried in the straw. and the stall 
floor was uneven and could easily cause 
a horse to stand badly. Secondly. the per- 
son looking at the animal in a stall cannot 
be far enough away to have good per- 
spective. and his movement around the 
All year- 
lings should be led out if possible. and 
they also should be led from under the 
shedrow. They should be in the open and 
have a flat surface prepared for them to 
walk upon. 

(2) All the California yearlings should 
be shown with the Chiffney bit. They 
should be taught to walk at a natural gait. 
The man holding the shank should be at 
their left shoulder. He should not be 
ahead of the yearling. pulling it along. 


vearling is necessarily limited. 


Almost any yearling can be taught to 
walk properly in a very few days. They 
should be thoroughly familiar with the 


Chiffney bit, for when it is new to them 
they all have a habit of stretching their 
necks and turning their heads, and as a 
result they stand unbalanced. 


(3) Anyone who has consigned a year- 
ling to an auction sale already has a con- 
siderable investment. The expenditure of 
an additional $3 to have a sales card made 
to tack on the stall door would not seem 
to be excessive. The animal’s hip number 
should be distinctly displayed, so the pur- 
chasers can find the yearling they are

Training is necessary. 


Furthermore. the sales company 
should provide each yearling with a dise 
bearing its hip number. to be snapped 
to the halter. In California I saw a great 
many yearlings being shown to large 
groups of people. The most frequent com- 
ment T heard was “What yearling is that?” 
If the dise were attached to his halter, 
they would not have to ask. After all, 
the vearlings are being displayed for the 
purpose of being sold and they should be 
easily identifiable by the onlookers. 


seeking. 


(4) Some of the yearlings were not in 
really good sales shape. Quite a few of 
them were underweight, from a_ sales 
viewpoint. and quite a few of them did not 
have sufficient gloss on their coat. Some 
of the yearlings I saw had been very care- 
fully prepared for the sales and would 
compare favorably to those to be sold at 
Saratoga and Keeneland. Some of them 
obviously had been taken up only about 
two weeks beforehand and enough elbow 
grease had not been applied, nor indeed 
could it have been applied in two weeks. 


ASSETS. While I am talking about 
California, I would like to say a word or 
two about the farms out there. Most of 
them are of limited acreage, but have an 
advantage that we do not have in Ken- 
tucky. That advantage is in being equip- 
ped to irrigate their pastures. This gives 
them an opportunity to have green grass 
most of the year. As a horseman I prefer 
the sprinkler type of irrigation, because I 
think it does not spread parasite eggs as 
readily as does the flood type of irriga- 
tion. T also think that the sprinkling sys- 
tem “fixes” a certain amount of nitrogen 
from the air and in the long run results 
in better grass. 

I certainly am envious of California’s 
climate. Many of the farms I visited 
are so situated that the foals can be kept 
out 24 hours a day after they are weaned. 
This practice surely must result in devel- 
oping a very healthy animal. I know that 
here in Kentucky my new crop of year- 
lings will probably not average more 
than eight hours a day of being outdoors, 
from the middle of December to the mid- 
dle of March. 

One California farm that T visited had 
seven yearling colts in a well irrigated. 
medium-sized pasture. These colts are 
fed twice a day and are on two grams 
of phenothiazine for the first 20 days of 
the month. Feed tubs are securely fast- 
ened to the fence posts. and the vearlings 
eat without too much by-play. It is true 
that a certain amount of switching from 
tub to tub occurs while they are eating. 
Tt seems to me that as far as the phenothi- 
azine goes. they will in the long run get 
equal amounts. 

This farm has six fillies being raised in 
the same manner. They are much quieter 
while eating than are the colts. and T be- 
lieve that anv difference in phenothiazine 
consumption would be minute. 

The irrigation of pastures means that a 
certain amount of leaching must occur. 
The farms that fertilize their pastures 
must have a reasonably difficult job of 
figuring how, and what. and when to do 
so. 

All in all. T was very favorably im- 
pressed with California as a place to raise 
horses. T think that given equal blood- 
lines they could do a better job of raising 
them than we do in Kentucky. 

One thing about California that T fail 
to understand is the number of horses that 
apparently cannot tolerate phenothiazine. 
I have been feeding phenothiazine for five

years, and I have never had a horse show 
anv unfavorable reaction to it. During 
the past three years, thousands of horses 
in Kentucky have been receiving pheno- 
thiazine. I know of only one horse that 
cannot tolerate it. Several people in Calli- 
fornia told me about animals that could 
not be fed phenothiazine. I would like 
to have had an opportunity to investigate 
these cases. It would seem to me that 
either the method of feeding. or the dose, 
or the type of phenothiazine fed would 
have to be at fault. 


NEW TECHNIQUE. Dr. Fritz How- 
ard, of Warrenton, Va.. was here recently 
and he was kind enough to tell me about 
something which I think has a great deal 
of value: 
mares in our breeding shed will not show 
to our teaser or to the stallion. We then 
have to decide, mostly by guess, whether 
to breed them or not. It is possible to tell 
whether or not a mare is in season by the 
use of the speculum. but if you do this 
you allow the mare’s womb to become 
filled with air. The air will kill the 
sperm cells of the stallion and the cover 
will have been wasted. Another method 
is for the veterinarian to examine the 
mare with his rubber-gloved arm and tell 
by his sense of feeling whether or not she 
is open and ready to be bred. This 
method also admits a certain amount of 
air and occasionally is more or less of a

Dr. Howard’s method has been to use 
an ordinary cow speculum. This is a long 
thin tube. which now can be purchased 
with an electric light at the end of it. This 
thin tube can be inserted in the mare 
without the admittance of any air by hold- 
ing a towel over the outside end of it. The 
towel can be moved aside for just an in- 
stant. A quick glance is sufficient to 
tell vou whether the mare is in heat or 
not. The tube can then be covered again 
with the towel and can be withdrawn so 
as to admit no air. The use of this meth- 
od seems to me to be more or less in the 
nature of insurance on your stallion. It 
also will probably increase the percentage 
of mares that get bred. 

| learned from Dr. Howard that the 
probable life of the stallion’s sperm. cell 
within a mare is at most 14 hours. and 
that usually after 12 hours all signs of 
life are gone. This conclusion his 
part has come as a result of a research

three years with this in mind. It it is 
true, I would be inclined to breed my 
mares early rather than late. 


To date we have examined 28 mares 
that we bred this spring. Twenty-seven 
of them are now definitely pronounced 
in foal. One is barren. This is an ex- 
tremely good percentage. but one that I 
know we cannot maintain, as we have 18 
more to examine. After all, one always 
gets an exceedingly high percentage of 
mares in foal from those first examined.

Menow, was foaled at Mr. Headley’s Beaumont 
Farm, Lexington, on April 26, 1946. At two, in 
1948, she won the Demoiselle Stakes, defeating 
Lady Yorimar and Stole. She was third behind 
Myrtle Charm and Stole in the Matron Stakes. 


Last year she won the Comely Handicap and the 
Arlington Matron Handicap, which she won again 
this year. She was also second in 1949 in the 
Cleopatra and Vosburgh Handicaps, and third in 
the Royal Oak Stakes, and the Washington Park, 
Vineland, and New Rochelle Handicaps. 

“The Arlington Matron 
first win of 1950. The event was run in new 
record time for the race, one mile in 1:344%. 
The previous best time, 1:3545, was made by 
Valenciennes in the inaugural running of the 
event in 1930. A number of top fillies and 
mares went to the post in this year’s renewal, in- 
cluding Calumet Farm's Wistful, which tied with 
Two Lea for 3-year-old filly honors of 1949. Also, 
there was Myrtle Charm, the top 2-year-old filly 
of 1948. 

Lithe’s best race before her first success of the 
year was the Top Flight Handicap. in which she 
finished second to Nell K. In her last start be- 
fore the Arlington Matron Handicap, she finished 
15th in the Stars and Stripes Handicap. With a 
series of unplaced finishes in her current record, 
it was not surprising that she paid backers $45.20 
for every $2 bet on her. Alcibiades, Lithe’s dam, 
finished third in the first running of the Arling- 
ton Matron Handicap. Askmenow, a daughter of 
Menow, won the race under the Headley colors in 
1913. Added to Lithe’s double in 1949 and 1950, 
the immediate family of Lithe has figured promi- 
nently in four runnings of the race. Alcibiades 
foaled a bay filly by *Rico Monte on April 24, 
1950. Lithe is the first stakes winner of the 
year for her sire, *Pharamond 2nd, and she is the 
fifth stakes winner of the bred by Mr.

When the 
colt was three months old, he and his dam were 
moved to Harry Isenberg’s Iron Mountain Ranch, 
at Riverside, where J. T. (Tommy) Taylor, Patch’s 
breeder-owner-trainer, still boards the mare.  Aft- 
er weaning time, Patch was brought to Kentucky 
and kept at Harrie B. Scott's Shandon Farm, 
Lexington. He was broken there last fall and re- 
turned to California for racing this year. 

Patch broke his maiden at Keeneland on April 
15, winning by four lengths over Sing Tu Lee and 
Bold Fox.
